Dr. Ulrlc Dahlgrcn of Princeton told 
tne rnotnljcni of th« New Jersey Mos- 
quito Extermination association about 
tile experiment In a paper be read tbc 
otber day at tlio closing session of their 
fourth annual convention. 


Disease Spread by Mosquito. 


His subject waa "Mosquitoes and 


Malaria In Princeton," aud lie showed 
how It was found that disease was be- 
ing spread by the mosquito. A result 
of the movement to rid that community 
of mosquitoes was the reduction of the 
number of cage» of malaria from 127 
In 1914 to elg'at In 1010. One of tho 
worst spots for tbe breeding of mos 
quitocg In that territory was the Basin, 
a mile «outli of the town, along the 
Delaware and Ilaritan canal. The 
work of draining tho area adjacent to 
tnls basla and the streams near it 
was undertaken by the Princeton board 
of health In conjunction with the uni- 
versity, the Pennsylvania railroad, tho 
Rockefeller institute, a lurgo dairy 
farm, tbe state board of health, tha 
New Jersey experiment station and 
the Mercer county mosquito extermina- 
tion commission. 


"The «tudy of the situation trig car- 


ried on by a surrey by experts repre- 
senting the state board of health, the 
New Brunswick experiment station 
and the local entomologist to deter- 
mine where the mosquito bred. All 
breeding mosquitoes ttere located by 
their larvae being preseut In the wa- 
ters examined, but the dangerous 
Anopheles quadrlmaculatu* was found 
only In outlying streams and pools, 
mostly In the waters of the basin and 
the extensions of these waters in the 
lowlands east on the line of the Dela- 
ware and Kailtan canal.

"A study of the mosquito on the wing 


was Inaugurated. Nine men went out 
Just after sunset twice a week for the 
whole summer and stood for half an 
hour with bared fore arms and bottles 
to catch such mosquitoes as attempted 
to bite them. Then then moved to a 
second station and spent another half 
hour as bait and cudcd with a similar 
period at a third sntlon. These twen- 
ty-seven stat'ons cohered the town and 
surrounding country In such a way 
as to fellow how far tlio different kinds 
of mosquitoes flew and how thick they 
were, llcre was shown the fact tbat 
the mnlurlal mosquito was not tho 
most abundant form and was a poor 
flier from his birthplace. 
But there 


were enough, and they wandered lu 
diminishing cumbers up Into the town 
from the bas>In and Its eastward ex- 
tend Ing chain of pools and other wa- 
ters."
